Two of the Channel Islands, Guernsey and Jersey, 
have a well-known bovine connection. We 
collectors, of course, are more interested in their 
perfins than their cows. 


I felt that it was time to organize my Channel Islands 
perfins which had been housed in several locations. 
The following chart with comments is an attempt to 
collect and put in chronological order what has been 
reported through the years regarding the two largest 
and most important of the Channel Islands. Much of 
the following information has been obtained from 
the Perfin Society Bulletins of April and August 
1985, October 191, and August 1992. My material is 
listed in heavy print. 





Hopefully, members of the Perfins Club will make 
Additions and Corrections to the chart. Illustrations 
are not available for all of the perfins because they 
are not in my collection. British catalog numbers 
have not been used due to the co-existence of two 
catalogs, one as yet unfinished. To make the 
arrangement chronological I have divided the 
material into manageable periods. Kodak types and 
paid punches have been included.
